POTATO SCAB 


During 3913 the so-called pow­ 
dery scab of the Irish potato was 
first discovered in the United 
States. 
This scab, judging from 
European experience, is a much 
more serious disease than ordi­ 
nary scab, from which it can be 
readily distinguished.

cay. 


PREVENTION OF GRAIN SMUT 


Losses by Disease Can Be Avoided If 
Formaldehyde Is Used— Soak 
Seed in Solution. 


Losses due to sm ut diseases in small 
grain can be alm ost entirely prevented 
if formaldehyde is used on the seed. A 
pound 
of 
formaldehyde 
should 
be 
mixed with 30 gallons of w ater and 
into this solution the seed corn can be 
dipped in a gunny sack, being left com­ 
pletely submerged for five minutes. 
It 
should then be allowed to dry for a 
day or so before sowing in order th a t 
it will run better in the drill. 
There are other methods of treating 
the grain, such as in machinery built 
for the purpose, or by spreading the 
seed on the floor and sprinkling it. But 
care should be taken to moisten tire 
seed thoroughly so it will pack in the 
hand. 
There is no excuse for smut when 
formaldehyde can be purchased. 
The 
same treatm ent will also prevent flax 
wilt.

EGGS AND MEAT FOR FAMILY 


Every Farmer Should Keep Enough 
Chickens to Supply His Own Table 
— Need Little Feed. 


Every farm er should keep enough 
chickens to supply eggs and m eat for 
family use, in the opinion of T. S. 
Townslev, assistant in poultry hus­ 
bandry in the K ansas State Agricul­ 
tural college. 
“The average farm will support a 
considerable num ber of fowls on the 
waste products,” said Mr. Townsley, 
“The flock is th e only available supply 
of fresh m eat during the sum m er for 
the average farmer, especially if he 
lives any distance from town. On many 
farm s the proceeds from the stile of 
eggs during the laying season pay the 
grocery bill. 
“Chickens are easily cared for on a 
farm where they have plenty of range. 
Little feed need be given except dur­ 
ing bad w edther when they cannot 
rustle. 
They can be taken care of by 
the farm er out of working hours or by 
the children or old people.”

a strip of litmus paper laid across one 
p art and the p arts pressed firmly to­ 
gether again. A fter an hour or so the 
ball of soil should be again broken 
ap a rt and the paper removed. 
If the 
paper shows a decided pink color the 
sam ple of soil is acid. 
If a deep- 
rooted crop such as alfalfa is to be 
grown it will be well to test samples 
taken from both the surface soil and 
the subsoil.

A farmer who has devoted his life­ 
time to the study of feeding generally 
has more success through his common 
sense methods than 
any scientific 
analysis can supply. 
If such a feeder 
could have on hand all of the in­ 
gredients i most by-products of cereal 
manufacture I, which according to the 
market at the time would bo more 
economical, he could, through his ex­ 
perience, be very successful in mix­ 
ing his f( cds. 
But the difficulty with 
the average man is to maintain an 
economical ration from the products 
of his own farm. 
He may be an export, if he chooses 
to study out a new ration every time 
the market changes, but he generally 
prefers to let someone who makes a
